During  the  drought,  May  till  September,  the  water  supply 
from  Tynemouth  Cor'poration  was  severely  reduced.  The  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Nater  Gompany  were  able  from  their  supplies  to 
balance  the  loss  so  that  a  constant  supply  was  maintained  although 
pressure  vms  low  in  the  higher  points  in  Cramlington  apd 
Seaton  Delaval  districts.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstancea  of  the  Area; 

Water: 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Tynemouth  Corporation 
and  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  and  is  distributed 
by  the  Council's  netvrork  of  mains.  Extensions  of  the  distribution 
mains  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  afford  supplies  to  proposed 
new  houses  at  Shiremoor. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  Water 
Department  experienced  a  grave  shortage  of  water,  but  vdien  pressure 
was  reduced  the  district  v/as  spared  the  rigorous  rationing  which 
was  the  rule  in  the  adjoining  Bedlington,  Tynemouth  and  Whitley 
Bay  districts.  It  was  found  possible,  v/ith  the  ready  consent 
of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  to  transfer  Nev/castle 
water  from  the  Newcastle  areas  of  supply  (Earsdon  and  Seghill)  to 
the  Tynemouth  area  of  supply  (Cramlington  and  Seaton  Delaval)  to 
such  an  extent  that  there  v/as  a  constant  supply  (although  at  a 
very  low  pressure  in  the  highest  parts  of  the  district)  to  all 
premises. 

The  Y/ater  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation,  and  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company,  The  su]pply  as  received  and  distributed 
is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  follov/ing  table  shows  the  districts  served  by  the  two 
biilk  water  sup)pliers  and  the  axjproxim.ate  number  of  houses  and 
approximate  population  served  by  standpipes  and  with  house 
services.
